There is a large force of police on hand, 
about 50 specials having been sworn 
in.

FOREIGN. 
Ready for Action. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 10—5 f. . 

No message of surrender has come 
off shore and the signal has been 
hoisted for the fleet to clear for action. 
Inside the harbor, beginning from fort 
Pharose, lie the Temerac, Alexdrande, 
Superb and Inflexible. On board the 
latter all is ready for action. The nu- 
merous wind sails for ventilation dur- 
ing action form a strange look as they 
lower from the sombre turrets. We 
shall see a hot fight. A large contin- 
gent will disembark from the flagship 
if required to complete the dismantle- 
ment of the torts. Mr. Tuliach, the 
military attache, will accompany the 
shore brigade. He has, on frequent 
reconnoissances, obtained complete in- 
formation up to the forts. Each gat- 
tling and Nederinfeld gun will cover 
their movements. Besides the iron- 
clads are bittern, decoy, cygnet and 
condor gunboats, all outside of range 
of the fire of the batteries. Besides 
these again is a great fleet of steamers 
lying to await the Austrian and Ger 
man war steamers, which appear to be 
getting ready to move outside. 

At 11 o'clock the Invinceible, 
Monarch and Penelope moved out and 
anchored outside the harbor. The 
scene was impressive in a high degree. 
Slowly all the foreign ships moved 
from their berths and steamed out of 
the harbor. The merchant steamers 
presented no regular order, but the 
war ships of the various nations 
steamed out in squadrons saluting as 
they passed the Admiral's flag. Bands 
played national airs, Scarce a breath 
of wind was blowing and the various 
ensigns drooped against the masts. 
The bright eastern sky overhead, the 
deep blue sea, the white clothed crews 
clustering ih the rigging and the 
knowledge of the change which would 
soon take place rendered the stately 
procession of war ships extremely im- 
pressive. The merchant steamers were 
all crowded with refugees, those who 
had held on to the last in the hopes 
that matters would not come to an 
extremity.

The Bombardment of alexandria. 
Lonpon, July 11. 


The Standard’s correspondent on 


ing: Alexandria, July 11, 10 a. m.— 
The attack on the forts has now been 
kept up two. hours, Smoke hangs 
over the town along the line of the 
shore batteries and among the ships, 
making it difficult to see what dam- 
age has been done. It is certain, how- 
ever, that the enemy has suffered very 
heavily. Fort Marsa El Kauat has 
been blown up by fire from other bat- 


teries.. The forts are slackening their 
fire. The top of the tower of Fort 
Pharos has been carried away aod 
many guns have been dismounted on 
that and other forts. The flag of the 
Geneva Red Cross is flying over the 
hospital in the city and the Greek and 
Dutch flags are hoisted over their re- 
spective Consulates. At the begin- 
ning of the. bombardment immense 
excitement was visible. Orowds of 
people were seen winding their way 
toward the Palace, The steets are now 
deserted, the people having fled or 
taken refuge in cellars. There are no 
signs of surrender so far. A telegram 
from the Eastern Telegraph Company’s 
steamer at Chiltern seat at 11:15 this 
morning says: “The bombardment 
still continues, The forts are gradu- 
ally being silenced. Ten forts are suf- 
fering severely from the heavy and 
disastrous fire of the ships Alexandria, 
Superb and Temeraive.“ 


THE SUEZ CANAL CLOSED. 


Lonpon, July 11. 

A dispatch to Lhoyds from Port 
Said states that the British Consul 
there, by orders of Admiral Seymour, 
has stopped ships from entering the 
Suez canal. Admiral Seymour tele- 
graphs as follows: Ships opened fire 
at 7 o'clock this morning. The return 
fire from the forts was weak and in- 
effective. An explosion in fort Mansa 
Elkonat had occured by 8 o'clock. 
The ships engaged are the Inflexible, 
Temera, Ire, Penelope, Superb, Sultan, 
Invincible, Alexandria and Monarch. 

Paris, July 11. 

The agent of the Suez Canal tele- 
graphs to De Lesseps that he had 
written to Naval Commanders protest- 
ing against the action of the British 
Consul at Port Said in preventing 
vessels from entering the canal as a 
violation of its neutrality, declaring 
that the company will hold the British 
Government responsible. The whole 
staff of canal officers remain at their 
post. 

FORT ADA BLOWN UP, 
Lonpon, 1 P. u., July 11.

ALEXANDRIA, July 11.

CoNsTANTINOPLE, July 11. 

Lord Dufferin, the British ambas- 
sador, notitied the Porte Monday of 
Admiral Seymour's intention to bom- 
bard the Alexandria forts if Arabi 
Pasha remained obdurate. The Porte 
the same evening telegraphed Musuras 
Pasha, the ambassador at London, 
that such an act would constitute a 
grave infraction of sovereign rights 
of the Sultan and it is expected the 
British government order Admiral 
Seymour to obstain.
